Women and 
children came in to-day, following their 
meagre outfit, aud presenting a pitiful, 
destitute 
condition. 
Families with 


barely sufficient means to provide a 
•month's- subsistence for themselves and 
stock have joined the colony in the 
hope of getting a fresh start in the 
prolific lands of Oklahoma. 
Daring 


the last three ^days twenty-five teams 
have crossed the line at this point and 
moved into the promised land. 
Fifty 


teams have also moved down from Cald- 
well. A large number of settlers have 
also crossed the Arkansas line, acd a 
strong body is moving up from Texas. 
It is estimated that from 1,500 to 2,000 
white settlers arc already on the public 
lands in the Territory, and the majority 
of those who have been expelled have 
retraced their steps as soon as discharg- 
ed from custody. 
The settlers in camp

The 
only weapon used that has been found 
is an old spade-handle. What purpose 
inspired tho crime is a matter of doubt. 
Mr. Dillry was known to have in his 
house a considerable suui of money, but 
this was undisturbed. 
The murderers 


took only two watches, one a lady's sil- 
ver watch with gold chain, and the 
other a gentleman's 
hunting 
case. 


Kvcry means has been employed to find 
the guilty wretches, but up to to-night 
no trace has been diseoveree. 


Fuller details of the inhuman butch- 


ery at Colono, III., Friday night sup- 
plementing those given above have 
since been received. Mrs. Dillry, her 
daughter Minnie, who is 13 years old, 
and one of the boys went some distance 
to a spelling school, leaving Mr. Dillry 
and the other little boy at home. Mr. 
Dillry was an extensive stock raiser, 
and had much to do outside after sup- 
per, so that the house was probably left 
empty for some time. The spelling 
school party returned about 10 o'clock, 
soon after which all retired for the 
night. 
Mr, and Mrs. Dillry slept in a 


bed in the parlor, Minnie in a room 
opening into the parlor, and tho boys 
elsewhere. Minnie was awakened some- 
how about midnight, and saw a man 
lighting a lamp at her bureau. She 
covered her head in her fright, and her 
terror must have produced a partial 
unconsciousness, for she can recall 
nothing for a brief interval. Afterward 
she was aroused by groans in the par- 
lor, and sprang up. 
She rushed into 


the other room, where the terrible spec' 
tacle met her gaza of her dead father, 
with a pistol shot in his eye, her mother 
insensible, her head beaten and battered 
almost beyond recognition.

aroused her young brothers, and the 
three fled through the night to the 
house of a neighbor two miles

I'ont says Jay Gould's conservatory at 
Irvington, on the Hudson, was burned 
this morning. The loss is said to be 
1100,000. This green-house was the 
largest in the country, and was filled 
with the rarest and most valued plants, 
exotics and ferns. Many were imported 
at great expense, and gome were not 
duplicated in the United States. The 
collection of tropical fruits alone could 
not be equalled in this latitude. There 
were other plants that were brought 
here from all parts of the world, and 
the cost of exportation 
alone was 


enough to maintain an averaged sized 
green-Louse for years. 
The men were 


working up to 2 o'clock this morning 
under the direction of the head garden- 
er. At 3 o'clock the night watchman 
discovered the flames. He awoke the 
entire force of men, and they connected 
the fire apparatus, but the water was 
frozen and their efforts were useless. 
The flames, fanned by a high wind, 
swept through the mammoth structure, 
licking up everything. 
In half an hour 


from the time the fire was discovered 
the beautiful structure was a mass of 
ruins. The building was 180 feet long 
and constructed in Moorish style. 
The 


entire loss will be $150,000, upon which 
there is no insurance. 
The conserva- 


tory was only a little distance from the 
residence, wnicb is unharmed. Gould 
only purchased the property a little 
over a year ago, and paid about $350,- 
000 for it. It is understood a mare 
elegant building will speedily replace 
the one just burned.
